In view of the many rumours that have re- 
cently been current as to the possibility of the 
recurrence of frontier disputes with the Otto- 
man Empire, caused this time by the dis- 
turbances that recently took place in the hin- 
terland of Solum, we may perhaps calm the 
apprehensions of our readers by informing 
them that there is no justification for any 
nervousness on their part ‘In the first place 
despite all endeavours to prove the contrary 
there is no question relating to the boundaries 
between Egypt and Turkey at issue between 
the two powers. The Eyyptian Government 
recently sent a mission to Benghazi for the 
purpose of explaining to the Ottoman author- 
ities the situation created between Liwa and 
£ol im, by the raids of the Awakir Bedouin 
u der their chief Sheikh Abd el Kadar el 
Kazzar, on the tribes residing on the Egyptian 
side of the frontier. These raids, though not 
very sanguinary, had created a very strained 
tituation, the Awlad Ali threatening to 
support the other frontier clans against Abd 
el Kadar and to close the route from Dern. to 
alexandria, while Abd el Kadar was promised 
the aid of various tribes of the Burca hinter- 
land. The delegation theretore requested the 
Turkish Mutaserrif of Benghazi on behalf of 
the Egyptian Government to take steps to 
restrain the chief of the Awakir from raiding 
the Bedouin subjects of the Khedive. So far so 
good, but—the ques'ion. now arises whether 

‘the Ottoman authorities are able to restrain 


the redoutable Abd el Kadar. They may have 
the power but from all we have heard of 

)ttoman rule in Barca we doubt whether the . 
Porte can be said to exercise any effective con- 
trol of the nomad tribes of the hinter'and. At

In the meantime though itmaybe regretable | 
in the extreme that the N. W. provinces of 
Egypt—if we apply sg grandeloquent a term to 
steppes and sandhills where an occasional 
coast guard patrol alone represents the Govern- 
ment—should be the theatre of raidg and 
conflicts, we fail to see what the Egyptian 
Government can do. The establishment of 
small coast-guard posts near the — updeli- 
mitated—frontier would quite possibly lead 
(0 a regrettab'e incident, even ifthe luckless 
Soudanese could be provisioned at any distance 
trom Solum. ‘The establishment of a strong 
post at Sidi Barrani near Solum would be in 
the words of a Cairo contemporary “ab ut as 
useful as the establishment of a post at 
Damietta forthe defence of the Sues Canal 
betwe n Kantara aud Suez.”

Mean- ~ 
time as long as the disturbances are localised

NATIONALIST OLAIMS, 

Under the title of ‘The Moslem Awakening’ 
Mustapha Pasha Kamel on Sunday published 
an article contrasting the attitude of the 
Egyptian Nationalists with that of the Moslems 


jot Tunis and Hindustan. After stating that 


the Indian Muslems are but the fifth part of a 
nation (sic) conquered and subjugated by 
England and that the Tunisians are powerless 
against the overwhelming ‘strength of the 
French Republic, the writer continues: ‘But the 
situation of the Moslems in Egypt is quite 
different. Our.country is neither ¢ nquered or 
subjugated. It is simply occupied and this 
qcenpation is’ temporaty. We form 93 

of the nation We live on the hest tee vin 
our Coptic brethren. Our fortune is very large, 
our resources are inexhaustible. History assigns 
us a special p ace. We are the heirs of two...... 
civilisations, the Pharaonic and the Arab. For 
more than a century we have extended our 
hands to the civilisation of Europe. Every- 
thing encourages us to claim our independence 
and to fight for it Everything prevents ua 
from accepting the foreign yoke. So far 
Mustapha Pasha Kamel appeals to 3 Buropean 
public, iu the remainder of the article he holds 
over his Moslem audience the menace of a 
British conqyest of Ap.bia.” 

Asa commentary on the attitude of the 
‘Tunisian and Indian Moslems we may cite the 
following. Munshi Abdui Jamil Zauch, writing 
to the “l'emps” recently, denied the existence 
of any Pan-Islamic movement among the large 
Mohammedan population subject to the French 
Republic. If there be such a movement in 
Egypt, it is, he sturdily asserted, a merely 
national movement. He said, “As for us 
Algerians and ‘lunisians, it is not because 
we are Mussuimans that it would occur to 
us to demand for our respective countries 
what Mustapha Kamel demands for Egypt. . 

I can assert that, for their part, the Ponisian 
Mussulmans accept frankly and layally the 
French Protectorate, whose benefits they are 
ina position fo appreciate, in spite of the 
mistakes that have been committed—mistakes 
due to a policy of hesitation aud distrust. The 
only ambition they cherish in the domain of 
politics is to contribute to the intellectual and 
moral improvement of their co-religionists with 
the enlightened and benevolent assistance of 
the French Government. If we struggle to 
reduce religion to its true principles, if we 
oppose the brotherhoods which have falsified 
the true teaching of Islam and have 
assumed the task of keeping the rural popula- 
tion in the grossestyigi ;orauce, it is in-the hope 
of reconciling v r religion with modern science. 
And thatis notirrealisable, since Mohammedan 
faith is based upon reason and logic.”

CAISSE DE LA DETTE. 


A USEFUL INNOVATION, 

The National Bank of Egypt has come 
to an agreement with the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment and the Caisse de'a Dette, whereby 
the receipts from the land tax and other 
sources of revenue hypothecated to the 
Caisse de la Dette will be henceforward 
paid to the local agents of the National 
Bank. As these sums are paid in, the Na- 
tional Bank at Alexandria will pass that 
amount to the Credit Lyonnais at Alex- 
andria to the Credit of the Caisse de- la 
Dette. This new arrangement will have an 
important result, for it will cause the 
money to circulate much more rapidly than 
hus hitherto been practicable during the 
busy cotton season, and should be of ma- 
terial assistance in helping to put an end 
to one of the chief causes of the locking 
up of gold, such as was experienced dur 
ing the acute money famine, which raged 
with such intensity and caused so much 
inconvenience throughout the whole country 
during the past autumn. , 

At present the branches of the National 
Bank throughout the provinces are con- 
stant buyers of cheque on Alexandria of the 
agents of the big cotton buyers here. To 
provide funds for that, the branch of the 
National Bank at Alexandria has to sen 
specie to its provincial agencies. Under the 
system recently inaugurated, by receiving 
this money from the Caisse de la Dette, 
there will be no longer any necessity, to 
send up so much specie to the proyincial 
centres, and this same money will perform 
the double transaction.

STRIKE AT PORT SAID. 


SERIOUS SITUATION, 


(From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT ) 


Port Said, Tuesday. 

As I wired you this morning the bunkering 
Arabs have come out on strike insympathy 
with the coal-discharging men who left work 
without notice on Thursday night. Throughout 
yesterday things were looking black, the Arabs 
taking from 1 to 4 hours to get from the Arab 
town tothe ship, and whe: they did arrive 
they were very sl w in getting to work. Late 
last night they refused to work, and there have 
been some 12 or 15 ships whose crews have 
had to set to aud coal for themselves. 

It is reported that the sheikhs are having a 
much trouble as well as the “blacklegs,” and iast 
night the mounted police had to be called out 
to keep order in the Arab town.

INTERESTING FINDS. 


For many years past classical chronologists 
have been at loggerheads about the exact 


date of the decisive batt'e of Chrysopolis (now 
Scutari) wherein Constantine the Great defea- 
ted Licini s, the master of the East and thus 
became sole ruler of the Empire. Some frag- 
ments of Greek papyri recently discovered at 
Theadelphia near the Fayoum, and brought to 


the Cairo Museum, have been found to fix the 


date of the battle at 324 of our era. 
M Cledac, the partner of M. Clermont- 


Ganneau, in the excavation now proceeding at | 


Assonan, has discovered the site of the Necro- 


polis of the rams of Khnoum, the god of 


' Elephantine. Fifteen of these gods have been 
_ brought to light and the greater number are in 
good preservation. The mummies bave unfor- 
tunately very few inscriptions on them. 

The inscriptions of the Greek and Roman 
eras discovered in Egypt, and published during 
1906 have been very few. Four come from the 
Fayoum, one from Mahemdiat, and one from 
Tehneh. Three of the Fayoum ones, however, 
are legal documents engrossed upon wax 


preserved in Roman writing tablets and are of 


much importance for the theory of Roman law. 
Three of the Roman Governors or Preefects 
are mentioned in the various new texts, T. 
Haterius Nepos Q Corvius Flaccus, and M. 
Petronius Honoratus. 


WORK AT THEBES. 


Mr. James Dennis, of Baltimore, an asso- 
ciate director of the work of excavation in 
Egypt cond icted by the Egyptian Exploration 
F nd, has sent a letter to tho-e interested in 
the work in Baltimore, under date of the 15th 
ulto. from Luxor, setting forth what has 
recently been accomplished In the course of it 
he says : 

“The work of the expedition this year has 
been confined chiefly to opening the shaft found 

last year t at was presumed to lead i»to the 
tomb of King Mentu-Hotep, Ra Neb Hapet, of 
the eleventh dynasty (about 2700 B.C.), and 
to clearing the western court of the temple 
built by that king at Der el Bahri, on the west 
bank of the Nile, in old Thebes. 

The opening and clearing of this shaft have 
now been completed. The shaft itself consisted 
of a long,inclined passage way, cut through the 
solid rock, extending for nearly six . hundred 
feet into the cliffs surrounding Dier el Bahri. 
For about one-third of the way the shaft is 
roofed by cyclopean blocks of sandstone, 
meeting in an arch at the top. Beyond this 
shaft is a chamber About twenty feet long, at 
the end of which a flight of shallow steps leads 
to the tomb chamber, the’ entrance to which 
is faced with large granite blocks. 


The roof of the tomb chamber, which *t 


about’ sixteen feet high and twelve or fourteen 
feet square, consists of large slabs of granite, 
meeting ina point at the top, and not curved, 
as in the shaft. Three fourths of this chamber 
is ocoupied by a great shrine, in which the 
sarcophagus containing the body was placed. 
This shrine is built entirely of large blocks of 
alabaster, except the roof, which consists of a 
granite monolith overlaid with alabaster ; the 
inner sides are pierced with numerous holes, to 
contain pegs for holding the coffin lid, and its 
exterior is modelled after the style of a temple 
pylon. In front of this shrine was a large 
quantity of mummy cloth, mixed with which 
we found the bones of the king, some portions 
ofthe skull, jawbone and the larger leg and 
arm bones ; the rest had crumbled to dust 
ages ago. 

Besides these fragments of the body of King 
Mentu-Hotep we found a large n:mber of 
models of sacred boats, wooden statuettes, 

figures of persons engaged in various oecupa- 
tions, many war bows and arrows, the latter 
being of a type hitherto unknown in Egypt ;

ITALIAN VESSEL . WRECKED. 


FOUR MEN DROWNED: 
a 
RESCUE BY A MOSS BOAT. 


The Moss Liner Moeris Captain F. Dunnett), 
arrived from Glasgow, reports the following 
incident :— ) 

On the morning of the 17th March, off Cape 
Finisterre,she came up with the Italian steamer 
Industria, (980 Tons, of Genoa) in a sinking 
condition, bound from Falmouth to Buenos 
Ayres with a cargo of iron and coal. 

Some of her crew had already left and were 
observed clinging to the bottom of a capsized 
boat. A south-westerly gale was blowing at the 
time and the Moeris promptly lowered one of 
her boats, which, in charge of the chief officer, 
Mr. J. James, first rescued the men from the 
overturned boat and then approached the 
sink ng steamer, those who remained aboard 
having to jump into the sea and be picked up 
by the salvors. Four men refused to-leave and 
were seen to go down with the unfortunate 
vessel, which broke in half immediately after- 
wards. Fourteen men were saved, including the 
English captain and chief engineer, and were 
landed at Gibraltar , 

Great credit is due to Captain Dunnett, 
officers and men for a smart rescue under very 
difficult and risky conditions.

EGYPTIAN NATIONALISM. 


Sa aREEnn caenmenentl 


A few days ago we reproduced an article 
from the “Spectator” on this subject. It has 
evoked the following reply, which isa tem- 
perate exposition of the Radical point of 
view : 

Your article in the issue of March 9th on the 
demand of the Egyptian General Assembly 
for Parliamentary government was a remark- 
able example of the subtle psychological 
reasoning for which your readers have come to 
look whenever you touch on Eastern subjects. 
Its fundamental position, that the Oriental 
desires a sane and benevolent despotism, has 
indeed been an orthodox opinion eversince Aris- 
totle opined his phrase about “natural slaves.” 
But sound as the traditional opinion doubt- 
leas is, as a description of the Eastern attitude 
under the old conditions,isit not. conceivablethat 
the immense revolutions of the last quarter of 
a century have begun at last to modify, in 
Egypt atleast, what we too vaguely call the 
“Oriental” character? Types are not immutable, 
and neither climate nor the conformation of 


the skull wholly suffices to make the character. 


of a race. Political and economic conditions 
have their moral effects, and the influence of 
Western education, alien though it is, may do 
as much to transform the outlook of a people 
as a religion imposed by conquest. It is possible 
to argue that the security and prosperity of 
Lord Cromer’s régime have actua!ly begun to 
effect this spiritual transformation. A man 
accustomed only to arbitrary rule, to unwritten 
laws, to the daily triumph of violence and 
chicane, to the daily demonstration that wealth 
and comfort are the rewards only of craft or 


strength, will certainly think of power and, 


personal rule as the conventional “Oriental” 
does, But accustom him to even justice, written 


laws, and the possibility of gain without. 


violence, and does it follow that even an 
Oriental will continue to idealise personal 


rule. If nothing in his experience suggests the | 


notion of personal tights, and all around him is 


tyranny, his ideal is necéssarily “a sane and | 


benevolent despotism.” But alter his judicial 
and economic environment, as the English 
have donein Egypt, and new political concep- 
tions will almost certainly dawn on his con- 
sciousness, You say that “no Mohammedan 
community has ever developed any system of 
self-government.” In fact we have*the preced- 
ent of the Egypt of Arabi’s time and the 
Persia of to-day. It is true that the “develop- 
ment” in these instances was not spontaneous 
or native But was it more directly imitative 
than the develonmen’s of democracy ia-Christ- 
éndom ? Modern European democracy had its 
reot in the inspiration of Greek and Roman 
history. And again, is it not begging the 
question to clas-ify Egypt as a Mohammedan 
community ? Islam is definitly hostile to the 
Nationalist idea and silent as to represen- 
tative government; but can we say that 
Christianity as such contains their germ? The 
fact is that a stream of ideas and tendencies 
which are purely secular, is moving in Egypt, 
and that religion no more prompts them there 
than it does with us. It is relevant to recall 
the fact in this connexion that the Egyptian 
Nationalists are combating the reactionary 
clerical influences centred in El Azhar, which 
are purely Mohammedan. 

Your statement that the Oriental prefers 
despotism had a qualification. You describe his 
ideal as “a sane and beneficent despotism, 
tempered by public opinion.” That Lord Cro- 
mer’s rule is sane and beneficent we all 
proudly acknowledge; but can any alien des- 
potism be “tempered by public opinion” in 
the sense that the Oriental expects ? The good 
Oriental despot whose name becomes a legend is 
always a believer, sand usually by origin a 


man of thepeople, He isamenabletopublic opin- | 


ion because he shares the popular beliefs and 
recognises the popular standards of conduct. 
Through his relatives, his wives, his favourites, 
his soldiers, he is constantly in touch with this 
opinion. He goes to the Mosque where he may 
hear unpalatable truths. He must defer to the 
clergy ; he may be confronted by some demo. 
cratic prophet. In the last resort he may be 
assassinate | (a common fate in Persia and 
Afghanistan), or deposed, as two recent Sultans 
have been, by the Sheikh-ul-Islam. Finally, 
there is the great resource of passive resistance 
and public protest known as the closing of the 
bazaar, An alien despot cannot be reached by 
religious preaching. He would only write a 
paragraph in his next report about the preva 
lent “fanaticism.” He cannot be deposed by 
the priesthood, and if he were assassinated, 
another would take his place after the proclam- 
ation of martial law. If a prophet were to 
arise and denounce him, our newspapers would

merely baptise him a “mad mollah,” while the 
closing ‘of ithe, bazaars would setiall thé Chant 
bers of Commerce passing resolutions for an 
increase of the army of occupation Faced with 
a despotism which is beneficent-but alien, the 
Egyptians are, in fact, busied: in looking for 
some means of “tempering it by public opi- 
nion.” They have done their despot the compli- 
ment of borrowing an expedient from his own 
country. They have asked fora Parliament. | 
To grant a Parliament with full responsible 
government would certainly be a daring 
experiment, But the history of civilisation 
is.a mass of. precedents from which we 
could choose our checks and our re- 
straints. A nominated Upper House would be 
one A system of nominated Administrative 
Boards to supervise the work of Ministers 
would be another, A scheme of financial control 
analogous to that which maintains the credit 
of Greece would bea third. But if even this 
seems too reckless, we can.still attempt to 
govern “in accordance with Egyptian ideas.” 
What else is meant by your formula about 
“public opinion”? When public opinion asks 
for Arabic teaching in the professional schools, 
for a subvention for a liberal University on the 
lines of Aligarh College, for free elementary 
education, for a municipality for Cairo, can it 
be argued that any of these things would, in 
your own words, “destroy the welfare that has 
been won”? And if these demands are com- 
patible with the security and the credit of 
Egypt, can ourdespotism honestly profess to 
respect public opinion if its attitude towards 
them is merely negative? .-A generous and 
kindly speech from Lord Cromer or Sir Edward 
Grey which promised these things or some of 
them, welcomed frankly the new movement of 
awakened patriotism, and reserved the larger 
political issue without prejudging it, would go 
far to disarm Egyptian Nationalism, to rob it 
of its bitterness, and to wean it from its restless 
quest for sympathy among the enemies of 
England,—I am, Sir, &c.,

What we see and hear passing resolu- 
tions by the sheaf is a phantom called into 
existence largely by the exercise of that 
Khedivial authority which is still so great 
a force in Egypt. The National Party in the. 
Assembly asks for a number of things, good 
“and bad—a certain number of the things de- 
' manded aré, We are quite willing to admit, 
excallent per se—nt because it wants them, 
but because the word has been passed that 
it is the will of “Effendina” that they should 
be asked for.
